have received reliable information 
during the past several months 
which indicates that some 460,000 
pounds of Iranian opium had been 
consigned to the Japanese Army. in 
China recently. This was brought 
to the attention ‘of the Geneva 
meeting by Mr. Stuart J. Fuller, 
Assistant Chief of the Far Eastern 
Division of the United States State 
Department, who spoke before the 
parley. : 

IRANIAN OPIUM. SHUNNED 

It was explained here that Chin+ 
ese addicts as a rule will not smoke 
Iranian opium, but prefer China- 
grown opium of Yunnan and 
Szechwan. However, the consign- 
ment allegedly imported to China 
by the Japanese Army is high in 
morphine content. Local sources 
believe that the imported opium 
would . eventually be refined into 
morphine and heroin which would 
then be sold in small. quantities to 
the addicts. 

The 460,000 pounds of drug 
brought to this country is believed 
to be the largest consignment ever 
to be shipped to this country. This 
460,000-pound shipment is equival- 
ent to 3,220,000,000 grains of 
 opium., 

ENOUGH TO KILL ALL CHINESE

On the other hand, 
the “Ta-Tao” officials are not 
sufficiently familiar with the local 
opium organisation to establish 
their own ring of traffickers, trans- 
porters and other henchman. 


POWERS INTERESTED 
The drug situation here is being 


closely watched by representatives 
of foreign governments who are 
apprehensive over the fact that the 
spread of the narcotic traffic here 
would lead to-a large scale ex- 
portation of opium, heroin, and 


the same drug is a lethal dose. 
Computing on ‘this basis, the 
Iranian consignment ‘is. 
enough to kill practically 483,000,- 
000 or approximately. the entire 
‘Chinese nation. 

Mr. Fuller told the Geneva 
meeting that information reaching 
him indicates that the sale and de- 
livery of opium. in Central China 
will be made under the supervision 
of the Japanese army: He further 
stated that 650 kilograms of heroin 
had been exported to the ‘United 
States from the Japanese 
cession in Tientsin. |
